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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. Claims 9-10 and 16-28 remain for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The 35 U.S.C. 1 12 of claim 9 ("by a power supply") has been withdrawn due to 
Applicant's amendment submitted 2 March 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 9, 10 and 16-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Uzoh et al. (US Patent 5,807,165). 

5. Uzoh et al. is applied to the claims for the same reasons as stated in 
paragraph(s) 9-15 of the previous office action. 

6. In regards to claim 9 amendment of "said segmented anode being partitioned 
into small components that may be adjusted separately," Uzoh et al. discloses small 
components of a segmented anode (Fig. 10, multiple 67). Furthermore, each small 
component is capable of being adjusted separately by a spring mechanical bias (col. 5, 
line 66 to col. 6, line 10) and therefore meets the claim limitation. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 2 March 2007. have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. In regards to Applicants argument that Uzoh et al. does notall

elements relating to the segment anode, please see reasons stated above and in 
paragraph 12 of the previous office action. In regards to Applicant's argument that the 
modification of the location of the segment anode is unobvious, Applicant only presents 
a conclusion statement (remarks, p. 8, 2 March 2007) and thus does not overcome the 
rejection.
